economic policies. 
Mr. Roosevelt 


said the council should

small business men. 


Thus far, a \Vhite House official 


noted, the presidential conferences 
have included only captains of in- 
dustry and finance and labor lead- 
ers. He asserted that hundreds of 
letters had been received 
from 


smaller business men pointing to 
this and requesting similar White 
House audiences. 


As a result the president instruct- 


ed aids today to go through a high 
stack of these letters, select at ran- 
dom a number of smaller corpora- 
tion officials and call them in. 


Labor Chiefs Angry 


The president's suggestion that la- 


bor unions should make public their 
financial statements left union lead- 
ers, meanwhile, both 
bewildered 
and angry. 


All of those who could be reach- 


ed in the capital said they made 
"public" their financial reports, al- 
though most of them defined "mak- 
ing public" as giving the statements 
to their members. 


William Green, American Federa-

financial statement." 


The A. F. of L. report is presented 


to its convention each autumn.

Proteins Important 


"We should know, for instance, 


that protein is a source of body- 
building materials, and that we can 
get our protein from milk and fish 
and eggs and meat and things of 
that sort. 
We can also get our 


protein from vegetables, but vege- 
table protein 
is not superior 


meat protein in any way. 


"We should remember that we 


need a certain amount of fat each 
day. because fat has the ability to 
be stored in the body for emer- 
gency use. 
On the other hand if 


a person is eating more fat than he 
needs for his energy demands in 
the way of 
storage, 
then 
he 


shouldn't wonder why he is getting 
fat. because he is not usinsj this 
food as nature intended. 


Quick Fuel 


"Sugar is used in the diet as a 


quick fuel. We need it to do heavy 
manual labor, because when we ex- 
ercise our muscles, sugar is burn- 
ed, and naturally our sugar stores 
are depleted. After tne sugar goes, 
the fat starts to go. so that is the 
position these two substances in our 
| diet occupy toward each other. 


"Another necessary adjunct 
tc 


proper nutrition are vitamins. It 
can be taken as a general rule that 
if you eat a well-balanced general 
diet and you are a normal adult, 
you do not have to look elsewhere 
for vitamin foods. 


Drink Milk 


"And then we have the question 


of minerals in our diet. In the nor- 
mal average American diet there 
are usually enough minerals. For 
instance, it is said that the calcium 
in the American diet is not quite 
up to standard, but if we drinX 
milk we will bring this standard 
up to normal. 


"The main essentials in our diet 


are: 


1. Meat. fish, or eggs. 
2. Fruit and vegetables. 
3. Milk. 
4. Cereals. 
"Diet is an important part of our 


everyday life. As adults we should 
learn normal food values and pro. 
perties and how to eat them to'our 
best advantage."

recession, but clothed by the su 
preme court with new powers to 
meet them. 


Historians 
may 
remember the 


year for two reasons: 


1. The industrial 
decline 
tha 


marked its final month. 


2. The momentous judicial de 


velopmen's in which the prc-sideiv 
suffered- his most severe legisla 
live defeat 
but 
ultimately iri- 


umphed in his demand for broad- 
er supreme court interpretation of 
the constitution. 


Partly because of the bitterness 


engendered by his court reorgani- 
zation bill, congress moved awaj 
from the president during the year 
almost as decisively as the supreme 
court moved toward him. 


The change in the business situ- 


ation was equally marked. A yeai 
ago, when industry was booming 
Mr. Roosevelt said in his inaugural 
speech, "our progress out of the 
depression is obvious." 


Changed Situation 


Then he was pleading with the 


nation not to regard the new-found 
prosperity as "the promised land." 
but to "carry on" toward greater 
progress. A balanced budget for 
this fiscal year was indicated. 


Now the president is busily con- 


ferring with industrial leaders on 
ways of stopping the recession. He 
and congress are struggling to hold 
the year's federal deficit as close 
as possible to a billion dollars. 


Mr. 
Roosevelt took his second 


oath a year ago today in a down- 
pour of rain. But his political pros- 
pects were bright. He had been re- 
elected by the biggest popular ma- 
jority in history. He had gained 
record majorities in congress. The 
only visible obstacle to his pro- 
gram was the possibility of un- 
favorable supreme court decisions. 


Two weeks later Mr. Roosevelt 


suddenly undertook to get around 
that obstacle. He asked congress to 
enlarge the court provided those 
members over 70 years of age did 
not retire. A nationwide controver- 
sy followed. 


Compromise Failed

nomination of Senator Black (D- 
Ala.), an ardent administration fol- 
lower.

When congress finally adjourned 


in August, little of the president's 
program had been enacted. 


Determined "to get his program 


through. Mr. Roosevelt called con- 
gress into special session in Novem- 
ber against the advice of some of 
his leaders.

Washington—Business and gov- 


ernment sat down together—not a 
group of partisans, nor a group of 
antagonists, but men liberal and 
progressive in spirit, some of them 


ardent support-

Foe the last three years, the coun- 


cil, originally formed as an advis- 
ory group for the secretary of com- 
merce, has been quietly submitting 
reports on current problems 
after 


exhaustive study and earnest discus- 
sion. Tnese reports have, with one 
exception, never been made public. 
They constitute a remarkable serial 
story of the efforts of business to 
give government constructive sug- 
gestions. 


Among business men generally, it 


has often been said that the Roper 
council was loo friendly to the ad- 
ministration and did not stand up 
for business as it should. This is an 
inaccurate characterization and is 
due to the fact that the council con- 
sistently acceded to the administra- 
tion's request to avoid publicity and 
•work behind the scenes. 


This correspondent has criticized 


the council for failing to make pub- 
lic its reports and for failing to con- 
tact the congress, where the policy- 
making function really is vested in 
a democracy, but today, after an in- 
vestigation of what happened Wed- 
nesday at the White House, it can 
be said that the Roper council pre- 
sented intelligently and forcefully 
the facts about the present business 
recession. And surely business men 
generally could not ask more. 


No Conspiracy 


For, up to now, it has 
been 


averred by partisans, especially on 
the administration side, that busi- 
ness was engaged in some sort of a 
conspiracy to bring on a recession 
and cause the administration politi- 
cal embarrassment. A record of the 
•work of the Roper council will re- 
veal that it has discussed or made 
reports on every subject of prime 
importance from taxation to public 
•utilities, from industrial planning to 
•unemployment insurance and social 
security, from problems of wages 
and hours to collective bargaining. 


The details of these written re- 


ports of the past and the 
subject 


matter of the Wednesday conference 
cannot be significant unless acted 
upon by the president of the United 
States and the congress. But busi- 
ness has access to government, and 
the Wednesday conference demon- 
strated how constructive the coming 
together o£ economic-minded and 
political-minded personalities 
can 


•work toward the development of a 
better feeling of public confidence 
as to the economic future. 


The president, himself had paved 


the way for the meeting by clarify- 
ing in advance some of the points 
•which had troubled business men 
over the week-end. Mr. Roosevelt, 
for instance, revealed to the press 
Ihat'ihe had no hard and fast defi- 
nition of a "holding company" in 
his mind when he pronounced the 
edict that "all holding companies" 
•were superfluous. It appears that 
the president was thinking of hold- 
ing companies organized for some 
evil purpose of concentrated con- 
trol and that he did not mean to at- 
tack holding companies which per- 
form a legitimate service to the eco- 
nomic welfare of the country. 


Again, it was a sort of admission 


that off-hand comments in press 
conferences by the president arc 
not to be taken always as indicative 
of future trends in public policy, at 
least when the discussion is inform- 
al and no formal announcement of 
legislative policy has preceded. 


Effect Of Suggestions 


The important fact now to be as- 


certained is what effect the things 
told the president by the 
Roper 


council will have upon him. Various 
groups have conferred at the White 
House in the last few weeks, gener- 
alities ha\e been afterwards stated 
to the press, and the business world 
has had alternating feelings of op- 
tiniism and pessimism depending on 
what the president and his advisers, 
like Messrs. Ickrs and Jackson, have 
said to the public in their speeches. 


Mr. Roosevelt has the opportunity 


to inculcate a real feeling of confi- 
dence by working with the Roper 
council. Such a group, confined to 
the more or less obscure precincts 
of the department of 
commerce, 


cannot produce much public con- 
fidence. But the recommendations 
of such a group, if accepted and act- 
ed upon by the president 
of the 


United States, can mean much to- ! 
•ward the ending of the very serious 
business recession which faces the 
country today.

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HOW THE EAST MILKS THE REST 


OF THE COUNTRY 


On several occasions the President and 


others in his 
official 
entourage have 


sharply complained against 
sectionalism 


in this country, that is the tendency of 
various geographical parts of our coun- 
try to consider legislation from the stand- 
point of its effect upon them. 


This is entirely all right so far as 


sound is concerned. 
Likewise it looks 


good in print. 
But one might wish that 


before this great Middle West were twit- 
ted upon such a charge that those like Mr. 
Roosevelt and others from the East and 
who do the twitting would remove some 
of the effects of sectionalism to which, 
in fact, they cling for dear life. 


Pure Milk, the publication of the Pure 


Milk Association, bargaining agency for 
some 14,500 members who furnish milk 
to the Chicago Metropolitan area, has re- 
cently shown how, with the opening of 
the Panama Canal some 24 years ago the 
East, through 
the 
control of railroad 


freight rates, started to nail down pref- 
erences to their territory in transportation 
charges so that they might likewise nail 
down their industries that were even then 
looking with moving eye to the west. 


No one has been able to shake loose the 


long-and-short-haul railroad rates which 
are distinct advantages to coastal areas 
and violent disadvantages to all the in- 


' terior markets. 


The Panama Canal for which the peo- 


ple of the Middle West in common with 
the rest of the country paid their full 
share never brought us any advantage. 
The- low rates made possible for water 
transportation were splendid advantages, 
to both the East and West coast on inter- 
change of their products but the freight 
rates introduced at the time the Panama 
Canal was opened up, and seemingly de- 
signed to prevent the interior from prof- 
iting but in fact as much created to hold 
industries from moving, prevented the 
great interior of this country from receiv- 
ing natural advantages to which it was 
entitled. 


As a result of the Panama Canal plus 


the long-and-short-haul railroad rates we 
find that wheat, flour, sugar and other 
.farm commodities from the Missouri riv- 
er basin and further west are transported 
by water through the canal to the At- 
lantic. Thus the railroads of this great 
section are deprived of their just load. 
The cities of this great section are de- 
prived of the extended list of railroad 
workers and thus are deprived of the 
business in a score of kindred lines that 
would be possible were this core in its 
place. 


Detailing the vicious results of manip- 


ulation in the respect named could be con- 
tinued indefinitely. 
For a quarter of a 


century this situation has helped the At- 
lantic hang onto its industries, and thus 
offset its own wastage and extravagance. 


But Pure Milk very aptly inquires 


whether it wouldn't be much better for 
the farmer in the great Middle West if he 
had more metropolitan Chicago districts 
to furnish with his product. 


In the meantime the 
President has 


brought forth the Wage-Hour bill as if the 
wrongs and injustices already in exis- 
tence in behalf of the East are not suf- 
ficient. 


And he lias admonished us: "Naughty! 


Naughty: Be not sectional'' wJicn we arc 
already choked by the sectional hand of 
the East which he does not loosen. 


In the face of these facts and this his- 


tory the Wisconsin delegation voted to 
uphold the Wage-Hour bill. 


It proceeded undoubtedly upon the 


idea that the Wisconsin farmer already 
has loo much business. 


THE END OF ANOTHER CHASE 
"Black it stood as nisht, 
Fierce as ton furies, terrible as hell. 
And shook a dreadful dart . . . 
Satan was now at hand." 
So did Milton depict the impersonation 


of the bestial and the malignant which 
constitutes the enemy of all that is human 
and divine. 


A man answering that description is in 


custody. He became "as stubble before 
the wind, and as chaff that the storm 
carryeth away" when the Bureau of In- 
vestigation got on his trail. 


When, four months ago, the aged Ross 


was kidnaped, a large ransom secured, 
and then silence crept in over the case 
like a fog the country realized that it was 
dealing with another stone-cold killer of 
the Hauptmann order, deaf* to pity, indif- 
ferent to remorse. 


- But \vc hope it realized loo that Mr. 


Hoover's Bureau of Investigation has pol- 


ished up its technique into glazed ice con- 
dition since the Lindbergh child was kid- 
naped. 
Anyway, the 
two 
years that 


elapsed before Hauptmann was captured 
have now been cut to four months in the 
Ross case. And all without a starting 
clue. 


The Hauptmann idea was in fact a copy 


of the earlier Loeb-Leopold effort. The 
purpose was to secure the ransom without 
the return of the person kidnaped. Wheth- 
er that person be an infant or an adult, 
returning him is dangerous. Every.day he 
is kept in custody increases the danger. 
So with Hauptmann the danger was min- 
imized by the immediate destruction of 
the child and the fraud upon its parents 
was made possible by merely taking its 
clothing, stuffing it in the getaway car, 
and using it fur identification purposes 
later. 


Practically this same procedure was 


used in the Ross case excepting that the 
human vulture who planned it considered 
that he needed a confederate and added 
a deeper dye to his perfidy by destroying 
the confederate as soon as his work was 
over, thus removing a possible source of 
information and also gaining the total 
ransom. • 


We should felicitate the country upon 


the marvelous ingenuity and effectiveness 
of Mr. Hoover and his Bureau of Investi- 
gation. 
Certainly no similar department 


in any nation's history has ever swung 
into action with such precision and for- 
midable understanding as this section of 
our Department of Justice. 


With the soft paws of a feline, the 


relentless scent of a timber wolf, blessed 
with that high intelligence and careful 
training which only the most alert of hu- 
man minds can supply, there is practic- 
ally no avoidance of the terrible day of 
doom for the criminal when this pack of 
operatives take up his track. 


IT MIGHT BE LIFE IMPRISONMENT 


The Russian foreign office, after a nec- 


essary prod, has admitted that the Ameri- 
can, Mrs. Reubens, alias Mrs. Robinson, 
is in Lubianka Prison, and has been there 
ever since she was taken from her hotel 
in Moscow by the Russian police "on sus- 
picion of espionage." 
Judged by the de- 


vious and criminal ways of the socalled 
Mr. and Mrs. Don Robinson the Russian 
suspicion may have good foundation in 
fact. Certainly something is rather askew 
about a pair that take unto themselves 
names of children from New York ceme- 
tery headstones and travel on fraudulent 
passports. 


In banging the doors of dank Lubianka 


upon them the Russian police are probably 
doing no harm to America. But the case 
has a rather outstanding 
feature 
that 


should be noted in the passing. The wom- 
an has been in prison over 30 days "on 
suspicion." 
No charges have been filed 


against her. No opportunity has been giv- 
en her for a hearing. No witness is pro- 
duced against her. 
She is not given the 


choice of furnishing bail. Is it not clear 
that if a person may be put in prison 30 
days on suspicion she may be kept there 
30 years for the same reason? 


This practice is never permitted in any 


land which has civilized or enlightened 
rules of procedure. It is only possible in 
countries where the liberty of the in- 
dividual is a mockery and all the ma- 
chinery of the state is molded to fit the 
hand of the tyrant and to serve his pur- 
poses. 


Civilized rules of procedure such as 


those in vogue in the Scandinavian coun- 
tries, Holland, Belgium, France, Switzer- 
land. Britain, America and the like, ne- 
cessitate the presentment of an accused 
person in court before a responsible judge 
within varying times after his arrest rang- 
ing from one to four days. In no other 
way can the crushing abuses of bureau- 
cracy and other forms of tyranny be 
halted. 


But the right upon the part of the po- 


lice to throw any person, however inno- 
cent or blameless, into prison "on sus- 
picion" is a formidable and terrifying 
weapon in the creation of a wellnigh 
omnipotent police system and a wellnigh 
cringing citizenry. 


In order to make the ministry do its 


bidding in Germany pastors were collared 
at their church doors and taken off to 
concentration camps. Germany, often re- 
freshingly original, docs not arrest them 
on suspicion but substitutes "protective 
arrest" as though it were saving them 
from the wrath of popular resentment. 
Then it bundles them away to a concen- 
tration camp where ordinarily they are 
deprived of communication with anyone. 
A few months of that treatment is liable 
to break a fairly strong spirit. 
Thus, 


although no crime has been committed, 
although no trial has been had. although 
no accusation has been made, the tyrant, 
proceeding through his very efficient po- 
lice, has bent the will of the arrested per- 
son to suit his fancy. 


In the considered opinion of democracy 


there is little fundamental difference be- 
tween the governments of Germany and 
Russia. And the abuse of the process of 
arrest which is common to both countries, 
while very important in itself, is far from 
the only major point of similarity.

MEANING OF A RASH 


To the ancient tribal medicin 


man a skin rash or eruption, even 
scabies (the itch) or that due t 
the irritation and 
scratching 
o 


pediculosis (body lice) indicate' 
evil spirit, devil or some simila 
possession. Gradually the medieva 
concept of pestilence, disease 
o 


poisonous matter being "thrown 
off" was evolved from the primitiv 
medicine man's witchcraft. A cen 
tury or two ago the quacks and 
nostrum mongers created a profit 
able business exploiting popular ig 
nofance and credulity with method 
of treatment or 
remedies 
whicl 


purported to "purify 
the 
blood. 


Today millions of morons still re 
sort to such "blood purifying" treat 
ments or remedies when they havi 
any troublesome or unsightly skin 
rash. 


There are many diseases or mor 


bid conditions in which the blood 
is more or less poisoned or at anj 
rate surcharged with products o 
ir.complete or abnormal metabolism 
or combustion or oxidation or wit! 
foreign matter which is more speci 
fically poisonous. Seldom, however 
is there any skin rash or eruption 
evident in these diseases. Even the 
disease *vhich. vaguely or definitely 
come to mind when "blood poison 
ins" is mentioned, that is, syphilis 
altho accompanied with a moderate 
(often unnoticed) rash in the early 
weeks, is generally not character 
ized by any apparent skin rash af- 
ter the disease has developed into a 
constitutional disease and the blooc 
is undeniably poisoned. 


Unless you choose to regard hives 


or acute dermatitis 
(eczema)

of the child and that of society. Society is right in demanding that it be 
protected from the ignorance, waste and crime that are the result of un- 
trained, uneducated children. Right in demanding that each generation be 
so educated that it will carry the wave of progress forward along a wide 
.front. Right in protecting the health and strength of youth and so di- 
recting it that it shall enter maturity in full power of body and mind. All 
these rights society claims, and rightly so. 


Children have rights in themselves. They are entitled to a happy. 


healthy childhood, lived in good surroundings, which means good hou.-es. 
plenty of sunshine and fresh air. plenty of play space and time for play, 
healthy happy 'parents. They are entitled to good schools. They are defi- 
nitely entitled to the sort of education for which they are fitted, individ- 
ually. 


Everybody agrees. The laws are framed accordingly. That all children 


must go to school is the American ideal. Most of them do. More and more j 
the laws are framed to lengthen the period of childhood, and of schooling.

February, March 


Menasha— A soil testing clinic 


will be held in every township in 
Winnebago county during February 
and the early part of March, accord- 
ing to Robert C. Heffcrnan, Wm- 
! ncbago county agent. 


Results from testing hundreds of 


acres of soil for Winnebago county 
farmers indicate that fertilizer and 
lime are needed, according to the 
county agent. 


A center will be set up in each 


town in some such place as the town 
hall, school or store. The county 
agent will be at the chosen location 
'for an entire day with complete soil 
testing equipment to test the soil for 
acidity, nitrogen, phosphorous and 
potash. Recommendations will be 
made on the basis of the tests made 
on the soil samples brought in. 


Samples should be taken from 


four or five different places in the 
field to a depth of six inches. 
The 


samples should be mixed, allowed to 
dry in the air and brought to the 
clinic. 


If the field varies greatly, it is 


best to send in entirely separate 
samples from different portions of 
the field, according to the county 
agent. Samples should not be lak- 


! en from pot holes, swails. gravel or 
sand knolls unless those formations 
constitute a considerable portion of 
a given field. Even then they should 
be kept entirely separate from oth- 
er samples.

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Jersey Is Wall Street of 


Horse Gambling Business 


BY WESTBROOK PECLER 


New York—Jersey City under the dictatorship is the home of the great- 


est gambling industry in the United States and perhaps the greatest by 
volume, in the world—the horse bourse, in which enormous quantities of 
money are wagered on the races run at all the tracks in this country and 
Canada. The business is conducted over a system of wires leading to the 
tracks and to other horse rooms in many cities which 
stand in the same relation to Jersey City as minor ex- 
changes and brokers' offices around the" country stand 
to the New York stock exchange. 


Jersey City is the Wall street of the horse gambling 


business, with many offices in daily operation, and the 
pressure of money from (he bourse is able to make 
and control prices almost instantaneously at horse 
parks thousands of miles away. 


For example, if a Jersey City operator finds himself 


unable to lay off with other operators elsewhere a bet 
which he does not want to handle alone, he wires the 
track at which the race is being run, just before post 
time, dumps a load of money into the mutual ma- 
chines through an agent on the grounds and hammers 
Peeler 


down the odds so that his loss, if he should lose the bet, will be reduce* 
to conx'enient size. 


The man who is reputed to be the greatest single operator on the Jer 


sey City exchange was once a waiter in New York but is now regarded a 
a millionaire. However, the business is not a monopoly, and many Nev 
York bookmakers' clerks find em- 
ployment on the horse bourse dur- 
ing the months when the steeds are 
not running on the New York 
tracks. It is an illegal business, but 
clean by comparison with prostitu- 
tion. 
Existence Is Matter 
Of Common Knowledge 


. 


The ramifications of the system 


are vast and mysterious, but its ex- 
istence has been a matter of com- 
mon knowledge in the sport busi- 
ness for years, and there is 
no 


doubting that the volume is such as 
to beggar the daily handle of iuch 
tracks as Hialcah, Narragansett and 
Santa Anita. 


Inasmuch as it is a known fact, ac- 


knowledged by the horse business, 
that nortorious racketeers 
with 


criminal records and underworld 
connections are permitted to operate 
horse tracks, it is not unthinkable 
that some of the brokers holding 
seats on the Jersey City exchange 
may also be silent partners in some 
of the tracks. 
In that case they 


would possess a strong advantage 
over the customers who place bets 
•with them. 


In years past both St. Paul and 


Toledo were notorious havens for 
criminals who were permitted to 
rest and spend their money in rhosc 
cities under police protection on 
condition that they refrain from 
professional operations. Jersey City 
offers similar hospitality to horse 
brokers who come properly spon- 
sored, although, of course, there is 
no requirement that they cease op- 
erations. Driven out of other cities 
or harassed by unregulated execu- 
tions and raids, they may settle 
down in Jersey City and do business 
in security and dignity, with prciit 
to themselves and to those 
who 


guarantee their freedom from mo- 
lestation.

It seems frivolous to speculate on 
other sources from which some Jer- 
sey statesmen derive income obvi- 
ously much in excess of their known 
pay.
